Missing X-Rays 
May Postpone 
Alaska Pipeline 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP).— 
Rep. John Melcher, D-Mont., hes 
charged that it may become nec- 
essary to dig up and X-ray vir- 
tually every underground weld 
on the trans-Alaska oil pipeline, 
delaying its completion. 

Rep. Meleher said in an inter- 


view Friday that 8 private audit- 


ing company hired by the Interior 
Department to sori out valid 
weld X-rays trom questionable 
or missing X-rays on the pipe 
line has found the records so con- 
fused that it could not carry out 
the audit. 

He said he received “the bad 
news” from Interior Department 
officials in a hastly summoned 
hearing of his Public Lands 
subcommittee on Friday. 

With the 300-mile pipeline near- 
ly twothirds complete, more 
than 245 niles of pipe have been 


installed underground and more 
than 27 miles of pipe have been 
laid beneath rivers. Rep. Melcher 
said the pipe is welded every 60 
to 80 feet. 

Unless Alyeska, the oil consor- 
tium building the pipeline, can 
“pull some rabbit out of the bat 
to prove it has X-rays properly 
identified,” Rep. Melcher said. 
it may be forced to re-X-ray all 
of the roughly 18,000 underground 
welds,

Mr. Lopez Portillo, who s6uc~ 
ceeds President Luis Echeverria, 
will serve for six ‘ears starting 
Dec, 1. If tradition is followed, 
the makeup of his cabinet will 
not be publicly announced until 
toen. 

Detalls of the government's 
program usually are released well 
in advance. But Mr. Lopez For- 
tille told Zoreign reporters last 
night the job would take until 
Dec. 1. 


One question is how far he will 
follow Mr. Echeverria’s leftist 
tendencies, which have produced 
closer links with the Third World.

Buys France-Soir 


PARIS, July 5 (Reuters).— 
France-Soir, the biggest-selling 
daily in France before it began 
suffering serious losses several 
years ago, was sold for 55 million 
franes (about $1.7 million) today 
to publisher Paul Winkler. 

The evening paper was sold to 
Mr. Winkler. head of a publish- 
ing firm dealing in press features 
and comic strips, by the Hachette 
newspaper and magazine group. 

In the mid-1950s France-Soir 
was well ahead of other French 
newspapers with a daily circula- 
tion of around 14 million. Its 
slide has accelerated in recent 
years and circulation now is 
about 600,000. Mr. Winkler, 78, 
plens to tum the paper into ἃ 
tabloid.

He is not 2 major international 
figure; even the politicians of his 
own country — Switzerland — may 
not know him.

® To open the Beirut Airport, 
if only for a few days, to get 
in five planeloads of urgently 
needed medical suppiies, net to 
mention many more planeloads 
of civilian passengers. 

® To partially reopen the port 
of Sidon Thursday. 

Φ To reopen an oll refinery 
south of Sidon, which was snut 
down after heavy shelling.

Φ To convince 14 intensely com- 
petitive hospitals that in the 
name of humanity they must be~ 
fin to share their dwindling sup- 
plies and expertise. 

A De Facto Minisier 

In the absence of any organized 
government, .he might be called 
the de facto minister of humane 
affairs, in at least the southern 
half of Lebanon. 

His name is Jean Hoefliger and 
he is the chief delegate here of 
the International Red Cross m 
Geneva. Mr, Hoefliger, handsome, 
fortyish and biond, has been here 
for six months, trying to ece 
comnlish the neutral, humane 
missions of peace amid war for 
which his organization is famouz. 

“But never in the history of 
the IRC have we faced sich & 
situation as this.” he seid Friday.

we have less than a handful of world-class actors. You men- 
tion Marcello Mastroianni and Sophia Loren and you fell off 
ickly.” 
7 μαι, Ttaly’s foremost casting director before he turned 
agent and one of the most perceptive and outspoken observers 
of the Italian cinematic scene, bemoans the lack of Ztelians 
of international screen stature. 

“Much of Kalian acting is based on comedy,” Guidi said. 
“and so much of comedy in Italy is the humor of regionalism. 
A heavy Neapolitan dialect, for instance, ean be used only for - 
eomedy—never taken seriously for iragedy. 


Language Barrier 


“How can you get actors to speak English for an inter~ 
national audience when they can't even speak Italian?” 

Goidi, m his casting days, was responsible for spotting 
Sophia Loren in a crowd of extras. “She had that certain 
something——beyond her beauty. Call it bearing, carriage, or 
character. But when she opened her mouth, we were horrified. 
It was the worst sort of vulgar Neapolitan speech. 

“But Sophia did what most Italian actors don't do--she 
worked hard on her diction. And now her Italian is impeccable 
and her English is good enough to shoot sound on film for 
internationa] productions.” 

Guidi, now a youthful 50. was the chief casting director for 
Federico Fellini and for producer Dino de Laurentits. “Italy is 
really 200 years behind England and France on developing 2 
theatrical national consciousness. That's why our actors are 
lmited. 

“Take a Sicilian actor: He feels uneasy in Rome, lost in 
Florence, and if he gets as far north as Venice, he thinks he 
is in a foreign country.” 

On the other hand, Guidi believes that Italian directors 
have achieved an international identity. “They have not suc- 
cumbed to regionalism, though in some cases, like Fellini's, 
their sense of place has been ἃ source of great strength.” 

Guidl’s view of Italien directors: 

Roberto Rossellini: “He changed the way movies were made 
aud the way reality was perceived. Bul reality in filmmaking 
caught up with him and he never recovered. Now he has faded 
badly, and he has even rejected his best period, not even sure 
that it was right.” 

Vittoria de Sicz: “He was a stage star for years before 
directing and that is why he eould get, such intimacy into a 
film, Half Neapolitan, he understood the human heart, and 


could produce emotion on the screen. At his best, he was ἃ . 


“He is overconcerned with spectacle. - 
Simplicity is.not his forte. But he hes tremendous taste, and 
with his background a5 2 set designer, knows the visual arts 
well, But for all his ability i composition, something 15 lack- 
ing at the core. He sees the trees but not the forest. Yet his 
trees are marvelous.” 

Luchino Viseonti: “He never lost sight of the forest, though 
many of his pictures were flawed, Actually, his best work was 
probably in opera, where he made 411 the theatrical elements 
come together best. At his peak, he could control both the 
details and the whole to perfection.” 

Mich Antonioni: “Next to Visconti, the least 
provincial of all Italian directors. But in becoming an intel- 
Jectual, he has tried to intellectualize his films. And in so 
doing he bas lost his touch. He seems to be going through 
some kind of identity crisis to find out who he really is. It 
shows, and his films have become 8, bore,” 

Pier Paolo Pasolini: “He was 2 friend but I didu't like his 
films. They were very cultured but he was trying to say things 
on the screen that were better suited for print. He was an 
intelligent, acute observer, but he thought cinematic form was 
not -important. .So his films were primitive and haphazard. 
Only his early films were good.”

‘Lina Wertraulier: “She's tremerdousiy popular with the New 
. York critics, but in Europe, we thick she is superficial and 
vulgar.

And in her films, she despises Women, turning them into 
whores and rascals. Perhaps that’s why American critics find 
her interesting. She bas turned the American matriarchy— 
wives and mothers—inzo the villains.” 

Liliana Caviani: “Valgar, volgar. Seeking only commercial 
success. Let's forget her.” 

Federico Fellini: “He is the best. He does things nobody 
else can do. Sometimes he misses, ‘but he alwars conveys 
‘the magic. His mistakes are always intelligent ones. He has 
‘a special vision of the word and manages to get ii on film, 
He is a director at once simpie and baroque, and he has the 
courege to be bis own man and make films his own way. You 
gre not indifferent to a Fellini film: You either love it or hate 
. it. ‘You are not bored. At his best, ne creates that special 
+ magic only cinemas can impart.” 


Casting _ Assistant 


Guidi, who comes from an_aristocratic Tuscan family, was 
νῷ, easting assistant on the priiuction ef “Guo Vadis” at the 
age of 22, and, after working for Fellini, went on to be assistant . 
to the producer, De Laurentiis. 

. “At one time, I think half the actors in Rome and their 
families were depending on me,” he recalled. 

“But the movie business has shifted into the hands of the 
distributors, the no-risk types. Even De Laurentiis 15 interested 
im movies only to the degree that he likes to put packages 
together.” 

Five years ago, Guldi opened his Rome actors’ agency, but 
he is still frequentiy consulted by directors and producers on 
casting problems. However, he prefers to: work with up-and- 
coming actors and actresses rather-than with established stars. 

With a broad smile, he says: “I despised agents—and I stil 
do, except for myself. When you examine what we do, though, 


you find that casting directors help create films—but agents ae 


can create careers. And tri -the end, thet is more fim. more 
satisfying and lasting.” ὃ
